for Twin Viaduct Pro}- 
ect by Gathering of Lead- 
ers at Mayor’s Dinner. 


GREAT EXPANSION 
PROGRAM UNFOLDED 


Railroad Heads, State, 
County and City Offi- 
cials in Accord in Great- 
est Forward Movement. 


Definite assurance that adequate 
funds will be raised to insure con- 
struction of viaducts over the rail- 
road tracks at Central avenue and 
Pryor street—marking one of the 
sreatest forward strides in Atlanta's 
history—were received Wednesday 
night at the “Let’s Go, Atlanta” din- 
ner given at the Biltmore hotel by 
Mayor Walter A. Sims. 

With construction of the twin 
bridges this year seemingly assured, 
glowing pictures were painted of 
other improvements and developments 
looking forward over a period of at 
least 25 years, and which would 
over-reach the goal of a half million 
population by 1930. 

Presidents and officials of six 
railroads; city, state and county of- 
ficials; civic leaders apd men promi- 
nent in Atlanta’s business world— 
all were united in declaring that the 
city faces a new era of prosperity, 
one that should far exceed anything 
of its kind in Atlanta’s history. 

Note of Optimism. 

The chord of optimism was struck 
by all speakers, who saw nothing 
but visions of a greater and better 
city. Atlanta’s justly-faced spirit, 


; together with the city’s natural re- 


sources, are certain to elevate the 
city to its rightful place among lead- 
ing municipalities of the nation, 
speakers declared. 

Three definite steps resulted from 
the dinner, and on them is based the 
optimism sounded by the speakers. 
All are of vital importance, and are 
certain to have an immediate bearing 
on obtaining permission of the state 
to build the viaducts. 

They are: 

1. Promises of cooperation from 
officials of all railroads, with offers 
to pay their. proportionate share of 
costs of the viaducts. 

~ Announcement that a confer- 
ence of engineers of the railroads and 
the street railway company will be 
held next Wednesday. at offices of 
the Beeler organization, with the 
view of drawing plans immediately. 

6. Passage of resolutions organiz- 
ing those present at the dinner as a 
committee as a whole to- investigate 
every phase of the projects, and to 
do everything possible to bring about 
their construction. The, committee 
will function until the viaducts ac- 
tually have been completed.
